Approval of an assistant town 
manager position and budget 
items totalling $15,104,970 was 
accomplished at Monday night’s 
opening town meeting session. 

The new position of an 
assistant to the manager was ap- 
proved with only moderate 
debate, while a proposal to’ ap- 
point a full time planner for the 
planning board was defeated. 

The budget approval to date 
includes $11,445,140 for the school 
department.

Donal Coleman of Flint 
Circle, spoke in favor of his 
amendment which would have 
provided a student as an ad- 
ministrative assistant at $8,000. 
Chairman Frank Byrne of the 
FinCom responded by indicating

“In the absence of satisfactory 
proof of need or benefit of such a 
connector, or until such proof is 
provided, the Andover board of 
selectmen wishes to go on record 
as opposing such a project.”

The new majority of the school 
committee, riding high on 
Sunday was brought down Mon- 
day night in a bid to cut the 
school department budget at the 
opening session of the annual 
town meeting. 

In a controversial, heated 
session on Sunday afternoon, new 
members John F. Lyons and 
John G. Wragg, joined by Chair- 
man Frank Griggs, Jr., voted to 
cut the budget by $172,350. 

Monday night after moderate 
debate, a motion by veteran 
member William Lane to restore 
the school budget to its full 
amount, of $11,445,140 as ap- 
proved by the Finance Com- 


town meeting. This particular action snapped by the photographer may be rare, showing the 
school committee membership in complete agreement in the first row. Under the new school 
board makeup, it is anticipated that many actions in the coming year will be less thon 


unanimous.

As a longtime resident of An- 
dover (1911) and a member of the 
first Zoning Committee, I have 
watched with great interest the 
inevitable growth of Andover into 
a well-balanced Town with a 
good name.

They have looked 
to the future of Andover and 
sought a balanced Town and a 
broader tax base. 


Andover at the coming several 
sessions of its Annual Town 
Meeting is faced with the ques- 
tion to seek to arrest the 
Spiralling tax rate, build a 
broader tax base and have a 
balanced Town. We are fortunate 
indeed that a major part of our 
industrial land is in the hands of 
one of the most enlightened 
developers in the country. They 
have one of the finest and niost 
stable of industries that wants to 
come here. Their past and 
present record in negotiations is 
one of cooperation with the 
community, 

The developer, Arkwright 
Boston Manufactures Insurance, 
has a splendid record of high 
class development in Waltham. 
In 1972 Arkwright was the 
seventh highest taxpayer in An- 
dover, paying $95,000.

In view of rising taxes and 
costs for all services, Andover 
might well compare its Dental 
Health program with that of 
Clifton, New Jersey. 

The Clifton Board of Health 
employs the use of measured, 
accurate dosage of the fluoride 
ion through a tablet as a dietary 
supplement for the prevention of 
dental decay. Any physician or 
dentist wha treats children 
residing in Clifton can obtain 
from the Health Department and 
at no cost a supply of fluoride 
tablets. The doctor distributes 
them at no cost to patients in the 
categories recommended. 

The Board of Health prefers 
this method over other means 
because 1. Accurate Quantity 
ingestion is assured. Variation of 
water intake when the water 
supply is used as the vehicle to 
dispense fluoride, is 
unpredictable. Children usually 
drink milk, soda or fruit juices. 
The diabetic and nephritic use 
large quantities of water and 
may ingest too much of the sub- 
stance. If a substance is to be 
given for health purposes, it 
should be under supervision for a 
definite period of time and in 
accurate quantity. 

2. Since a water supply is also 
used for industrial purposes - 
bathing - watering lawns - fire 
fighting etc. there is a 
tremendous waste of fluoride by 
adding it to the communal water 
supply. 

3. The cost to the city of 
Clifton for its tablet program 
does not reach $500. per year. To 
fluoridate the water supply to 
serve 90,000 people and the 
industries would cost ap- 
proximately 20 times more plus 
the need for additional personnel, 
equipment and replacements. 
When one considers that only 
of 1 percent of a water supply is 
used for human consumption it 
seems that the Clifton program is 
most practical and economical.

In November, 1970, the 
Shawsheen School PTO prepared 
the ‘‘Shawsheen Report’’ - 
Shawsheen District Parents 
Study Their School Plant - 
November 1970. 

This report, submitted to the 
school committee and Dr. Seifert 
asked for improvements in the 
Shawsheen School -.for a school 
that should appear ‘‘bright, 
friendly and open,” improved 
lighting, an updated electrical 
system, improved ventilation, 
sound proofing, convenient 
storage space, ‘‘classrooms 
which allow mobility and diver- 
sification of group academic 
teaching,” with classrooms with 
“an atmosphere of openness,”’ 
with chalkboards and tackboards 
that may be easily raised and 
lowered to serve the changing 
age groups utilizing the 
classroom; and for free standing 
storage and work cabinets, along 
with colorful, modern and 
movable furniture to replace 
the old fixed furniture. 

All of these requests have been 
met by the present architectural 


plans for renovation - Article 15 - 


of the Town Warrant. 

In April, 1972, the School 
Committee presented a request 
for money for architectural 
studies and plans for the 
renovations of the Shawsheen 
and Doherty schools. 

The needs for renovations to 
both schools became most 
apparent. Both Schools had basic 
inadequacies - both schools 
utilize the gym for physical 
education programs and 
cafeterias, thus the actual 
physical education programs do 
not meet state standards. Both 
Doherty and Shawsheen have 
dangerous gym floors, although 
of different types. Both schools 
lack adequate library and audio 
visual center facilities; both 
schools have electrical difficien- 
cies of different proportions but 


both need correction now; both 
schools lack adequate storage 
space for present and future 
needs; both schools lack proper 
learning disabilities teaching 
areas. Tutoring is now done in 
the corridors, The kindergartens 
in both schools are isolated from 
the main school population - 
Shawsheen’s in the basement and

Doherty’s in a wing. 

The present Article 15 - the 
Doherty-Shawsheen renovations 
proposal corrects these deficien- 
cies and extends the life 
expectancy of both schools for 
20-30 years as flexible viable 
educational buildings that work 
for our children. And it does so at 
a savings of the Andover 
taxpayer’s money. Without 
renovations, electrical, plum- 
bing, heating and gym floor 
maintenance in both schools will 
cost an estimated $350,000 with 
no state reimbursement. Of the 
$986,500 Article 15 requests for 
renovations, with 65 percent 
state reimbursement, the town 
will pay $345,000 over ' twenty 
years. 

The issue before Town Meeting 
is one of need and cost. On both 
counts, the Doherty - Shawsheen 
renovations proposal deserves 
complete support. Article 15 
should receive a definite “YES” 
vote.

department. 

Wragg also noted that two 
positions were being continued 
after expiration of federal funds 
which had supplied two persons. 
He asked how long the town must 
continue to pick up personnel, 
“put on board by the federal 
government,’’ noting that voters 
have been often told that the 
positions would expire with the 
federal funding. 

He asked deferral of data 
processing programs until for- 
mal plans could be presented. 

As for security, a $25,000 
budget item, Wragg said the 
town supplies a $1 million police 
force for this purpose. 

Committeeman King noted 
that it appeared easy to pick up 
vulnerable targets in the school 
budget, but cautioned that 
negotiations with personnel are 
still going on and the town could 
be hit with the full impact of any 
budget cuts a year from now. 

Dr. Griggs, in support of the 
cut, expressed his feeling that a 
slowdown on personnel additions 
to the department could 
effectively temper the increasing 
school costs. 

Richard Hubbell, who had 
indicated his candidacy for the 
school board, then did not run, 
questioned the ability of newly 
elected members to view a 
budget in such a short period of 
time, He said he could not see 
any fat in the school budget. 

When questioned about the 
security item, Ed Weil, school 
department business manager, 
explained that a $5,000 tape 
recorder had been stolen from 
the East Junior High within the 
past month, that there had been 
breaks in the Bancroft school the 
past four weekends, and one at 
West elementary school. 

There is a need for a change in 
the locks of all buildings, he 
noted. The school department 
has in the vicinity of $4 -5 million 
in equipment which should . be 
protected, Weil said. In response 
to a question, he said there had 
been in the vicinity of $11,000 in 
pilferage last year. 

Committeeman Lane then 
moved for the restoration of the 
budget cuts, noting in his motion 
that new Committeeman Wragg 
had suggested the cut originally 
with no previous knowledge of 
the budget. 

Lane also said that on Sunday 
Wragg had reintroduced the 


budget cut, altered somewhat - 


and without benefit of public dis- 
cussion. It was approved on a 
three-two vote. 

He said he felt it in the best 
interests of the town to approve 
budget as originally presented by 
the committee which included 
Dr. Richard A. Katz and Francis 
J. Hill, Jr., prior to the March 5 
election.

League 
To Support 
Articles 


The League of Women Voters 
will support 12 articles and one 
budget item on the March Town 
Meeting warrant. 

According to Nancy Mulvey, 
League president, the decision to 
support or oppose is made by the 
League on only those articles 
dealing with topics the League 
has studied and approved. The 
League cannot support any 
article dealing with a subject it 
has not studied. 


The League supports the 
budget of the Recreation depart- 
ment. The League has a long- 
standing position in support of 
public use of school facilities for 
recreation. The developing 
concept of recreation is to use 
the schools year-round for 
activities that will benefit 
residents of all ages. 

The League will support the 
following articles: Article 14 - 
The League supports this article 
for $5,000. for preliminary plans 
for an addition to the library in 
order to enable future expansion 
of the library and its uses. The 
League also encourages the 
completion of the negotiations 
for acquisition of the land adja- 
cent to the library which the 
town meeting voted to acquire a 
year ago. 

Article 15 - In 1967 the League 
adopted a position in support of 
elementary school buildings 
which provide flexible and suf- 
ficient space for educational 
programs. Under this position 
the League supports the renova- 
tion for the Shawsheen and 
Doherty schools. 

Renovation at this time will not 
only increase the available space 
but will make these schools 
adaptable to future educational 
needs. 

Articles 35 - 36 - The League 
supports the development of 
recreational facilities and 
minimum fees for the use of 
these facilities. The League 
therefore supports Article 35 for 
$4,500 renovation of the 
recreational park lodge, and Ar- 
ticle 36 for $13,100. for a boating 
facility and boats at Pomps 
Pond. 

We strongly urge the town to 
institute users fees at the boating 
facility which would help make it 
self-supporting. 

Articles 39-40-41 - The League 
supports the transfer from 
available funds to the conserva- 
tion Commission, those monies 
reimbursed by the state for 
property purchased for conserva- 
tion purposes by the commission. 

An active open space land 
acquisition program demands an 
adequate budget for the 
commission. 

Article 48 - The League feels 
that Andover should support 
regional community mental 
health services of which the 
Greater Lawrence Community 
Drug Council is a part. The 
League, therefore, support the 
full $25,000. requested as

Andover’s share. 

Article 54-55 - The League has 
no position as such on user fees 
for commercial and industrial 
use of our landfill on townwide 
refuse collection. 

However, the League believes 
both of these will encourage 
recycling by industry and 
residents and will benefit the 
town by reducing the volume of 
trash and providing income from 
the sale of recyclables. 

Articles 57-58 - Although the 
League is not supporting or 
opposing a particular site, the 
League does support the 
purchase of land for a new 
sanitary landfill as the quickest, 
least expensive legal method of 
solid waste disposal while land is 
still available in town.

The root word for pharmacy 
and pharmacist comes from the 
ancient Greek word 
‘‘pharmakon,”’ which meant a 
drug or medicine.

ministration’s assimilation plan 
for Doherty ahd Shawsheen 
pupils during renovations, but the 
meeting ended in close to an 
uproar. 

On the budget reconsideration 
issue, the new majority of Lyons 
and John Wragg, and Dr. Griggs 
won a $172,350 last minute budget 
cut. The cut was restored within 
a day by town meeting action, 
but left many of the 
approximately 850 residents who 
attended Sunday’s meeting sore. 

They were angry because 
Chairman Frank Griggs would 
not allow floor discussion of the 
budget issue, and cut the meeting 
short in favor of the St. Patrick’s 
Day Parade in Lawrence. 
Committeeman William Lane 
protested at the end; ‘‘If we can’t 
have honest discussion when 
1,000 or 1,100 (sic) people come, 
then it’s time this town did 
something!” 


The Sunday afternoon meeting 
had been rescheduled from 2 
p.m. to 1 p.m. to accommodate 
those who wanted to attend both 
meeting and parade, and school 
committee members scheduled 
to ride in the parade. 

_Griggs had announced his 
intention to keep the meeting 
short, but he ran straight across 
the grain of the audience when he 
refused to recognize Doherty 
P.T.O. President Walter Hughes, 
said he would not allow floor 
discussion and called for the vote 
that ended the meeting. 

Audience members called out 
that children’s education was 
more important than a parade, 
but Griggs was adamant. Wragg 
moved the question for his own 
motion to cut the budget. The 
vote was taken, with Wragg and 
Lyons in favor, William King and 
Lane opposed, and Griggs 
breaking the tie in favor of the 
cut. As the committee walked 
out, Hughes called the majority’s 
tactics a power play and urged 
the audience te return next night 
for town meeting to restore the 
cut, which they did. 

The meeting had begun in a 
moderate tone. A filled 
auditorium watched the com- 
mittee vote record that public 
opinion had overturned the new 
school committee majority’s

house Doherty and Shawsheen 
pupils during construction the 
last eight weeks of scheol. 

Griggs, Lyons and Wragg had 
all spoken for double sessions at 
last Tuesday’s meeting; 
however, the audience there was 
So opposed to double sessions 
that Lyons had then voted with 
King and Lane to table the actual 
vote until Sunday to determine 
true community feeling. 

The result: a massive 
demonstration that whatever its 
liabilities or merits as an 
emergency measure, double 
sessions are unsaleable in An- 
dover. Petitions circulating in 
Andover since Wednesday mor- 
ning and presented to Chairman 
Griggs by Shawsheen P.T.O. 
President Richard Conron con- 
tained 3,774 signatures in favor of 
assimilating children into other 
schools, as opposed to double 
sessions. A second petition cir- 
culated by the Andover 
Education Association among 
elementary school teachers and 
specialists last Thursday showed 
129' favoring assimilation, with 
not all teachers contacted. — 

Freshman Committeeman 
John Wragg stuck with the dou- 
ble session plan which he, Griggs 


and Lyons had originally favored 
at last Tuesday’s crowded 
meeting at Doherty Auditorium. 
Wragg said Sunday he was 
“voting for children’s education 
at the expense of some parents’ 
inconvenience.’’ The 
administration plan adopted by 
affirmative vote of 
Committeemen William King, 
William Lane and John Lyons 
will be put into éffect in April, if 
the March 19 session of town 
meeting approves Article 15, the 
appropriation for joint 
renovation of the two schools. 
Lyons said he voted with 
reservations, but was convinced 
by ‘‘genuine, legitimate and well- 
meaning phone calls’’ that the 
will of the people is the 
assimilation plan., This plan will 
put Doherty classes, intact, into 
gymnasium, cafeteria and 
special use rooms at Sanborn, 
South and West Elementary 
Schools, and Shawsheen pupils 
into similar rooms at Bancroft. 
Dr. Griggs, whose vote was not 
needed to tip the scales in favor 
of the assimilation plan, said his 
own phone calls ran 80-13 in favor 
of assimilation and he probably 
would have voted for it, although 
he is not convinced himself that 
it is the best plan educationally.

Composer Directs Choir 


The choir director from 
California looks on his work as a 
Christian ministry, and not a 
denominational one at all. Since 
Christ Church has the only 
fulltime church musical direc- 
torship in Merrimack Valley, it 
offers singers in the community 
an opportunity to express their 
own religious ideas and make 
their own religious affirmation in 
the centuries-old musical 
tradition of the Church, under the 
guidance of a highly trained 
musical director. 

Why be in a choir? To Jon 
Wattenbarger ‘*choral 
participation is a chance to 
become thoroughly trained in 
musical theory and choral 
technique, free of charge - and to 
participate with artistic 
excellence and freedom with 
other people who love to sing. 
Choir work offers the discipline 
of learning to blend your voice 
with others to a common model.”’

once, and have a warmup just 
before the service, usually 10:30 
Sunday morning. For another, 
they must be counted on for some 
outside performances. They now 
sing once a month at rest homes, 
and have even been requested by 
the owner of a trailer park for his 
tenants. 

The chorister’s way of life is 
inembership in a club in a sense, 
or perhaps more like an athletic 
team. Jon is very much the coach 
with the nine, 10 and 11 year olds, 
drilling them on stomach 
berathing, how to sound ‘‘E”’ so 
that the nose hums. It’s exacting. 
Like some athletic teams, they 
also take spring trips. They have 
a spring tour lined up for next 
year to Georgia and Virginia, 
where they will ‘‘play’’ at 
various stops: The choristers 
take trips to try out the acoustics 
of a famous hall and organ, but 
also trips to watch famous 
hockey teams. 

To indicate the seriousness of 
the musical intent, Christ Church 
has a training choir, a ‘‘farm 
league’’ for the boy choir and St. 
Ann’s Choir. 

The talents of all the choirs 
joined this winter in an Advent 
Choir Festival that featured such 
variety of sacred music as a 
Bach cantata, a recent composi- 
tion by Wattenbarger himself, 
the spiritual ‘‘Mary, Mary, What 
You Gonna Call That Baby?’’, 
and something really different - - 
“Cosmic Festival,’’a piece for 
electronic sound and unison 
voices. The Advent Choir 
Festival was one of the Christ 
Church Sacred Music Concert 
Series which Wattenbarger has 
arranged to bring nationally 
known musical talent in public 
concert, as well as Andover 
talent. 

To Wattenbarger, a Bach 
cantata is most inspiring to An- 
dover townspeople when it is 
sung by the woman they see at 
weight-watching class, by a 
merchant from downtown, their 
babysitter, the high school kid or 
nine year old from down the 
street.

The director must rehearse the 
play so that a gradual 
accumulation of impact tends to 
increase the body or scope and 
the depth of the crowd response. 

Paying attention is an 
extremely fatiguing process. If 
the director does not vary the 
stimulus from the stage, the 
spectator will be unable to attend 
for any extended period. Statis 
splays with little visual or 
auditory variety will quickly tire 
an audience. If the playwright 
has not provided the necessarv 
variety, the director must do so. 

If the audience is to respond as 
a whole, a clear-cut, well defined 
focal point must be provided at 
all times. The spectators must 
know where to look and listen, or 
they will become confused and be 
unable to follow the action with 
increasing excitement. 

Above all, the audience must 
be given meaningful cues for 
response, The frame of 
reference for a comedy and a 
serious drama is completely 
different. Comedy or drama 
must be labelled for the audience 
not only in the program but also 
in the actions of the characters 
early in the play. 

The ideal theatrical production 
encourages the spectator to 
participate in the illusion and at 
the same time permits the 
spectator to maintain a detach- 
ment because it is an illusion. 
Both the participation and the 
detachment must be subjective 
responses; that is, responses 
based on one’s feelings for illu- 
sion is subjective. The moment 
that the spectator becomes 
objective, or critically evaluates 
the actual artificialities in the 
dramatic performance the 
illusion is gone.

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Editorial Comment 


Continue 


Initial observation of the 1973 edition of Andover’s town 
meeting indicates an interest in municipal affairs. 

An attendance of 1685 voters at the first session was a 
good and representative showing. 

A similar turnout can be expected for the resumption 
of the meeting next Monday night, based on a similar 
amount of people being interested in the issue scheduled 
for discussion - - namely schools. 

Monday night’s attention was principally focused on 
the school budget, promulgated, no doubt, by the so- 
called new majority of the school committee which had 
proposed budget cuts on Sunday afternoon. 

Interest in school matters was fostered by electorate 
of a week ago when two new members were put on the 
school committee, resulting in a group of Andover 
residents suddenly on the opposite side of the educational 
fence. 

That their interest in educational affairs is still 
apparent was evident in the turnout and voting of Monday 
night, when the majority vote of the school committee 
was overturned. 

Next Monday will provide yet another test of strength, 
as the school renovation project is presented for voter 
consideration. — 

Our concern in commenting on the two particular 
issues and the division in views on school matters as they 
now exist, is with the town meeting sessions scheduled 
beyond next Monday. 

With the school issues resolved, will the attention of 
the electorate continue into the all-important matter of 
development of the West Andover industrial area, 
scheduled for March 26? 

Will the interest continue beyond to the consideration 
of municipal refuse pickup and a new sanitary landfill 
site probably the Monday following? 

If the people are sincere, then we trust the attendance 
at all sessions will be equivalent to the attention afforded 
issues of the first two Monday nights. 

Surely, that interest should be manifest by the same 
people who have determined the school costs, if they 
would at the same time afford a means of relieving the 
tax burdens by attending and approving the items dealing 
with the West Andover industrial area and Hewlett- 
Packard Co. in being able to locate there. 

Town meeting to be efficient and workable, must have 
majority attention to all items, not just single issues. 


Renovate 


With respect to the principal issue facing town meeting 
action Monday night, it seems important to point out 
once again the importance of providing the funds to 
renovate the Doherty and Shawsheen schools. 

Awareness of the 65 per cent state reimbursement 
should be incentive enough, but there are other factors to 
consider. 

Most important is the safety of the children in the 
buildings and the improvement in conditions as they 
currently exist. 

Some youngsters in Shawsheen are now pursuing their 
daily courses in the basement of the school, an 
unpleasant condition to say the least. 

Electrical and plumbing work is less than satisfactory. 

Simple repairs of these items would prove costly, if 
separated from the overall project. 

The renovations to be proposed by the building 
committee Monday will allow for a complete updating of 
the buildings, with no particular design to conform to an 
educational process. 

Confusion, as we have said previously, can result from 
looking at the matter in a bricks and mortar plus 
education attitude. The issue Monday night involves 
bricks and mortar alone, leaving the system of education 
to be followed to be determined by the administration to 
whom the buildings will be entrusted for the next 20 to 30 
years, if they are improved. 

The town will probably not have the opportunity to 
obtain educational plant improvement at these prices 
again. 


There is, then, a rather clear choice, improved by the | 


total project cost being within the $1 million range, 
rather than the higher figure. 

We trust that approval will be forthcoming Monday 
night on the renovations as proposed by the building 


committee. 


The Moderator 


Andover’s town meeting took on a somewhat new 
format Monday night with the gavel now being 
administered by Atty. William A. Dalton. 

Despite issues of potential lengthy and heated debate, 
the youthful attorney kept the meeting in order and 
moving through rules he set forth at the outset of the 


session. 


The change seemed to effect an attentive and fast 


moving meeting. 


Prominent among the changes was the manner of 
voting, probably in conformance with youthful concerns. 
Rather than the former voice vote on items, the 
moderator now takes the measure of popularity of an 


issue through a hand vote. 


This accomplishes two things, as we view the situation. 
It first of all eliminates a shouting contest, often not 
the best method of determining the true feelings of the 


crowd. 


Second, it affords those in the hall a chance to stretch a 
bit during the course of the lengthy sessions, all of it 
being tension relieving and probably healthier. 

Off his initial performance, it would appear that town 
meeting direction has been entrusted to good hands in the 


election of Atty. Dalton.

Explained 


The Greater Lawrence 
Community Drug Council, Inc. 
(GLCDC) is requesting 
contributions from the Greater 
Lawrence communities of 
Andover, North Andover, 
Lawrence, and Methuen for its 
projected 18 month budget. The 
GLCDC has asked for funding via 
the Andover and North Andover 
town warrants for support and 
development of a comprehensive 
program that serves the Greater 
Lawrence community in the 
following ways. 

(1) A broad educational 
program includes in-service 
teacher education and coordina- 
tion of student efforts to resolve 
student problems in the local 
public schools. This program is 
under the leadership of a full 
time education director who 
holds a Ph.D. degree in educa- 
tion. He also assists youth in the 
GLCDC programs to continue 
their education and to find 
suitable employment. 

(2) An extensive counseling 
program is available to troubled 
youth as well as parents and 
other concerned citizens. 
Counseling methods include 
general counseling for groups, in- 
cluding marital and parental 
counseling, and individual 
counseling. A counseling center 
is located in each of the four 
communities of Andover, North 
Andover, Lawrence and 
Methuen. 

(3) A Medical Walk-In Clinic at 
Bon Secours Hospital serves 
youth who have a variety of 
problems such as veneral dis- 
ease, drug abuse and pregnancy. 
A registered nurse coordinates 
the Clinie which is a confidential 
operation. Whenever possible, 
however, youth visiting the Clinic 
are encouraged to cooperate with 
their parents concerning any 
problems. In the course of this 
past year, some 1000 visits have 
been made to the Clinic by 
Greater Lawrence residents. 

(4) Anin-patient rehabilitation 
center is located in Methuen and 
is known as Challenge House. It 
is an important drug 
rehabilitation part of the GLCDC 


program that benefits people in 
treatment. The facility is open to 
the public as a community 
resource center as well as to 
schools, PTA groups, and other 
service organizations. A hot-line 
is manned at Challenge House 24 
hours a day, 7 days each week to 
help respond to citizen’s 
questions and/or problems. The 
hot-line number is 685-9141. 

The GLCDC program consists 
of 12 full time paid staff 
members. It also utilizes the 
services of 25 medical and men- 
tal health professional volunteers 
from the Greater Lawrence 
community.
